Senate Unanimously Ap- 
proves Exemption Bill; 
House Votes Relief. 


JACKSON, Miss., Oct. 23.—(P)—~ 
The state legislature today dealt a 
knockout blow to property tax repeal, 
reduction or abolition of the automo- 
bile privilege tax, and a homestead 
bill for war veterans, but extended 


the olive branch of “relief” to the tax- 
payer by raising tax exemptions on 
farms and homesteads. 

Moving with sudden swiftness. the 

state senate unanimously approved a 
homestead exemption bill, raising the 
present exemption from state taxes 
from $1,000 to 82.500. and on farms, 
from 40 acres to 160 acres, and tack- 
ed on an amendment to make the 
exemptions apply to taxes due in Feb- 
ruary. 
_ The house cleared its decks of the 
important relief bill, and its com- 
panion appropriation measure, by 
voting to spend $650,000 on relief 
for a four months’ period, from No- 
vember 1 to March 1, to provide 
funds for administering a relief set 
up approved by the lower body last 
weak.

We further point out, as we 
have in previous issues, that there 
are many places in the north side 
which lend themselves to the 
spectre as places of advantage. 

North siders should learn these 
places and exercise due care when 
driving on streets which have dan- 
gerous curves and blind corners. 

But above all, north _ siders 
should learn to drive with less 
speed. The pell-mell rushing to 
and from the city in the morning 
and at evening does not produce 
as many accidents as might be ex- 
pected. Statistics seem to show 
that fatal accidents are less liable 
to occur at these times than at 
anv other. 

Fatalities most often occur 
when streets are least’ crowded 
with traffic. In the roar of traf- 
fic and the clangor of horns, driv- 
ers are forced into keen attention. 
But in the later hours they are 
less apt to keep their eyes on the 
road. 

We submit that the habit of 
fast driving and dodging, acquir- 
ed in the rush hours is very likely 
carried over into ether hours of 
driving, but the concentration on | 
driving is lost with the absence | 
of heavy traffic. With speed con- | 
tinued and precaution diminish- 
ed, accidents are invited, and oc- 
cur all too frequently.

Advance in Production of Steel 
Expected To Increase Pay Rolls 


American Iron and Steel Institute Estimates Output at 51.8 
Per Cent of Capacity; Highest October 
Level Since 1930. : 


By RADER WINGET. 
NEW YORK, Oct. 23.—(?)—Au- 
thorities in the steel industry point 
to the five-year high in the opera- 
tions rate this week as an indica- 
tion that employment and payrolls 
may extend recent gains. 


Steel makers this week operated 
their plants at 51.8 per cent of ca- 
pacity, as estimated by the American 
Iron Steel Institute, the highest 
October level since 1930. 

On that basis September and Octo- 
ber payrolls and employment are ex- 
pected by some to surpass August fig- 
ures. 

During August, the last month re- 
ported by the institute, 423,925 per- 
sons were employed, and $47,890,277 
in wages and salaries paid out. The 


|gross payroll was the largest of the 


year; the number employed was only 
a under the peak earlier in 

935. 

During August, the operating rate 
ranged from 46 to 48.8 per cent of 
capacity. This month the range has 
been 49.7 to 51.8 per cent. 

Authorities have pointed out, that 
because more than 90 per cent of all 
employes in the steel business are 
paid by the hour, or on piece work or 
tonnage basis, there could be an ex- 
pansion in the operating rate with- 
out necessarily reflecting a corre- 
sponding percentage rise in the num- 
ber of employes. 

During September of 1934, when the 
operations rate ranged from 18.4 to 
24.2 per cent of capacity, there were 
381,828 persons employed. and the 
payroll that month was $29,142,892. 

In the year before, with operations 
between 42 and 45 per cent of ca- 
pacity, employment was 417,020 and 
the payroll was $37,322,250. 


In June, July and August of 1933 
the country was in the midst of an 
unseasonal boomlet which booster op- 
erations rates to a range of 46 to 59 
per cent, but there are no complete 
statistics on employment and pay- 
rolls for the months. 

A year later, in August, 1934, the 
operations rate had dropped to be- 
tween 19.1 and 26.1 per cent, and em- 
ployment went to 404,793 and payrolls 
to $34,362,208. 

Another factor which has been quiet 
during the depression is the demand 
for skilled labor which experts be- 
lieve should expand with the operating 
rate. 

But there have been indications that 
the supply of skilled workers is com- 
paratively limited. This would lead to 
the conclusion that with more work 
being done this class should  expe- 
rience a correspondingly greater in- 
crease in earnings because of longer 
hours per week,

SUREW WORM FIGHT 
IS CLOSING IN STATE 


Cool Weather Causes Mark- 
ed Decrease in Cases, 
Bureau Reports. 


By GLADSTONE WILLIAMS. 

WASHINGTON, Oct. 23.—The fed- 
eral campaign against the screw worm 
fly in Georgia and other states of the 
southeast is coming to a gradual close, 
Department of Agriculture officials an- 
nounced here today. 

Cool weather in the northern part 
of the affected area infested for the 


last three years with this serious live- 
stock pest has brought a marked de 
crease in the number of screw worm 
cases, according to Dr. F. C. Bishopp, 
of the Bureau of Entomology and 
plant quarantine, who has had super- 
visory charge of the work. 

Farmers and stockmen, however, 
cannot sagely forget the screw worm 
as soon as its active season ends, 
Doctor Bishopp warned. The adult 
flies are checked by the first hard 
freeze, but the worms which mature in 
the late infestations simply burrow 
deeper into the soil, where they are 
less affected by the cold. Here they 
may live for 60 days or longer. ‘T'hus 
the flies, into which the worms ulti- 
‘mately turn, are ready to start laying 
eggs in the spring or during warm pe- 
riods in the winter. 

Now is the time, Dr. Bishopp said, 
to find and treat every infested ani- 
mal. Each maggot that escapes being 
killed at this time adds to the danger 
of an early and heavy screw worm 
outbreak next season. 

Nearly half of the 133,521 screw 
worm cases reported from the south- 
east this year were the direct result 
of farm practices, including dehorning,

iSuch eases, he pointed out, are avoid- 
‘able. Confining these operations to 
\fly-free seasons, late fall or winter,

In the Hall of Truth were 43 gods, |

called “He of the Nose,” and another | 
was “the Breaker of Bones.” 

We may fancy that the Egyptian | 
was rather nervous when he came. 
before these fearful beings, but he) 
was supposed to remember what to. 
say. Long speeches were to be given, | 
including these words: | 

“Homage to you, oh gods who dwell

gods, or the offerings to the dead. 

“T have not given short weight, and 
I have not taken milk from the mouths 
of children.

Setquesu, I have not lied. I am 
Im am pure. I am pure.” 

Those statements are only a smal 
part of what the spirit was supposed 
to say. After he finished, he went 
before a special jury of the gods and 
goddesses. This jury included Isis, 
Nut, -Tem, Shu, Horus and Geb. 

In the sight of the jury, the heart 
of the spirit was weighed on the 
great scales. If the truth had been 
told. the scales would balance, and 
there would be reward. 

. on the other hand, a lie had 
been spoken the great scales would 
not balance, and this called for pun- 
ishment. 

What a dreadful moment f& fe 
spirit had not told the truth! Stand- 
ing near by was a monster with the 
head of a crocodile, the shoulders and 
forepaws of a lion, and the hindquar- 
ters of a hippopotamus! The monever 
was waiting for a possible victim. If 
a heart was light in the balance, it 
was thrown to the monster. The | 
spirit could not enter the “

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INELIGIBILITY, 
INJURIES HURT 
MAJOR ELEVENS 


Five Captains of “Big 
Teams” Have Been Lost 
So Far.

NEW YORK, Oct. 23.—(/)—This 
football season, already notable for 
the awesome headache it has given the 
experts, likewise threatens to set a 
new high for removing star athletes 
from the scene of gridiron conflict via 
the ineligibility or injury route. 

By a strange coincidence, these twin 
coaching nightmares have taken no 
fewer than five captains of top-rank- 
ing teams—Glenn Seidel, Minnesota, 
quarterback; Bob Haley, Harvard, 
quarterback; Ed Skoronski, of Pur- 
due; Jim Russell, of Temple, and Joe 
O’Brien, of Boston College. Long be- 
fore the season opened Notre Dame 
lost her 1935 captain through the 
death from a blood stream infection of 
Joe _ullivan. 

Haley fell afoul of Harvard's rigid 
ineligbility standards and was de- 
clared athletically null and void for 
violation’ of the rule forbidding ac- 
ceptance of “outside assistance.” 
Skronski, one of the Big Ten’s finest 
centers, was declared ineligible after 
it had been shown he played a part 
of one game with Georgetown Uni- 
versity before transferring to the In- 
diana school.
